New York system of permitting 
convictions of juveniles on the 
basis of "a preponderance of ev- 
idence," a less strict standard, 


Brennan said the reasonable- 


doubt standard is a prime in- 
strument for assuring that only 
guilty people— juveniles or ad- 
ults—are found guilty and con- 
fined. 


"A society that values the 


good name and freedom of ev- 
ery individual should not con- 
dernn a man for commission of 
a crime when there is reason- 
able doubt about his guilt,"

Frequent Urination 
Is Natural with Aging 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—In the last 10 years 


1 have had to get up from 
two to seven times a night to 
urinate. What could cause 
this? 


A—This may be a natural 


accompaniment 
of 
aging, 


especially in a person who Is 
h i g h strung. Such other 
causes as diabetes, bladder 
disease and 
an enlarged 


prostate usually cause an in- 
creased frequency of urina- 
tion during the day as well 
as the night. 


Q—My doctor says my 


bladder doesn't empty com- 
pletely. What could cause 
this? 


A—This may be .caused by 


an obstruction or a 'disease . 
of the nervous system. The 
obstruction may be a stric- 
ture of the urethra due to 
trauma or an infection, an 
enlarged prostate or a tumor 
of the bladder near its out- 
let. In any case, a thorough 
examination should bv made 
by a urologist to determine 
the cause. 


Q—Could prostate trouble 


be caused by emotional up- 
sets? 


A—No. 


Q—I had my prostate re- 


moved in 1961. In the past 
six months I have had diffi- 
culty in urinating. Could my 
prostate enlargement 
have 


come back or could it be 
cancer? 


A—When a part of the 


prostate is removed through 
the urethra i n s t e a d of 
through the bladder, the be- 
nign enlargement may re- 
turn. In spite of this possi- 
bility this is the operation of 
choice for most persons with 
a 
prostatic 
enlargement. 


Only your doctor can say 
whether the present enlarge- 
ment is cancerous.
